The Farly Lite of Senator Wilson,
Mrs, Harviet Beechor Siowe pubilshes in thé
Rocton  Walclunan and Refleolor an interesting
sketoh of Sepator Wildou, ol Massachusetts, She
snva ol his early life:—

*“Henry Wilson, our present United States
Senator, wis born ot Farongton, N, H., Februo-
ary 12, 1918, ot very poot parents. At the agze
of ten he was bound to & farmer till he was
twenty-ones  Here he Lind the nsual lot of o
fnrm-boy—plain, nbundant food, contse clothing,
incessnnt work, nnd o few weeks' schooling at
the district sghool in winter,
“Im‘these ten years of toil, the boy, by twilight,
firelight, and on Sundavs, had vead over one
thonsaud yolumes ol history, geography, bio-
raphy, and geners! literatore, borrowed from
ﬁle sohool libraries and from those of generous
individuals,
At twenty-one he was hi= own master—to
begin the world, ana in  lookineg over his iaven-
tory for starting in life, tound n sound and
healthinl body, and & mind trained to reflection
by solitary thought. He went to Natick, Mass,,
to learn the trade of o shoemaker, at which,
working two years, he suved enough money to
nttend the academy at Concord and Wolfsbo.
rough, N, H, But the man with whom he had
deposited his hard eamiuge became nsolvent:
the money he had tolled so long tor vanished:
and he wis obtieed to leave his studies, go back
to Natick, and make more, Undizeouraged, he
resolved still to pursue his obleet, uniting it
with his daily tonl, He lormed adebating society
among the voung mechauics of the place; inves
tigated subiects, read, wrote, and spoke on all
the subjects of the day, as the spirit within him
gave him utterance, Awong his fellow-me-
ohanics some others were enkindled by his in-
fluence, and are now holding high pluces in the
lterary and diplomatic world.

OBITUARY.

JOSEPH M, SAKNDERSON,

In our death list this morning will be found
the name of (this distinguished eitizen.' He died
in this city omn the 2d inst., aged scventy-lour
years,

My, Sanderson was born in Carlisle, Pennsylva
nin, in 1702, and, himself the son of & Revolu-
tlonary sire. volunteered in o company about to
join the army during the war of 1812, which he
aceldentully encountered while in gesrch ol em-
playment. On the restoration ot peace he ocen-
pied himsell in collecting materals for the great
national work entitled “The Biography of the
Signers of the Declaration ol Independence,”
which was published by himseli and brother—
the 1l'olrln'ulf.-0 author, John  Banderson—con-
jointly.

He was subsequently cmployed as opublisher
and prinwer of the noted Adwrorda, in which he ad-
vocated very strongly the election of Andrew
Jackson to the Premdency. His next occupation
was that of the proprietor of the Merchants'
Coffec House in Pliladelphis,and editor und pub-
lisher of the Philadelphia Prices Current.

As the commerce and trade of the city in-
creased, 30 dld the wontz and ambition of its
merchants, and the humble coffee-house was
merged in the splendid Exchuange, which still
stands s monument of his energy and enterprise,
tisted from his position as superintendent of
that lnsritution daring the slormy political con-
tost between the stern Jack=on and the moneyed
leviathan of tont dav—rthe Enired States Bank—
ke beeame a hotel-keeper, as which he was most
tavorably kpown sll throughout the Unlied
States, especially in the Western ones, To him
Philadelphin wos mdebted for tue first hotel
ever erected, as such, in that ecity—the Mer-
chants' Hotel—wnich he subsequently relin-
quished ior a more splendid cstablishment, also
new, in Coesput street, In 1848 nw sold out his
iterest and retived from publle lite entirely, re-
mwoving shortly arter to New York, where he
Lins ever since reslded. A man of enlarged and
liberal views, be has eversought the publio good
before his own personal interest, and, although
